WILL RACE AT KING EDWARD PARK. 

Mot!> real. Quo.. April 15. — Local turf ♦nthnsi- 
asts wilv bo well supplied with thoroughbred racing 
during the coming season, with 56 days of that 
sport distributed over a period of four months. 
There had J**en some doubt as to whether or mu 
King Edward Park, a half-mile track, would again 
be opened this season. Dates have now been an- 
noun red for tlie Isle Bros Bois course from July 
11 to July 1^. and from August 12 to 19 inclusive. 

'Hie work of erecting new stables at Delorimier 
Park race track has commenced and it is expected 
that they will be completed within three or four 
week*. 



American Derby winners were always for the time being greatly admired h.v Chicago patrons of racing, 
but from Modesty in 1884 down to Highball in 1904 none of them jsissessed quite the measure of popularity 
awarded to Robert Waddell. His breeder anil owner, “Pa” Bradley, was an eccentric in some ways, but 
liis horses generally had a loyal following here. It was his custom for a number of years to begin his 
. i nual racing campaigns at Washington aud from thence go on to Pimlico and Aqueduct. From the latter 
truck he would come to Chicago and remain through the local season. He had •» farm at Wilcox Laudiug. 
on Hie James River. Virginia, and most of the horses he raced here were bred there. As far back as 1891 
!i<- was out here with the good colt, Blitzen, a colt whose exploits were such as to earn for him the appella- 
tion of "Tlie Iron Horse.” The fact was that any horse that endured “Pa” Bradley's rigorous training and 
racing meihods was justly entitled to the same sobriquet. Robert Waddell w as a son of Aloha, which horse 
was nimself long a Chicago favorite and a capital race horse of high breeding, which made his start in 
racing at the old West Side track, afterwards called Garfield Park. Judging by tiie racing of Robert Wad 
ddl. Peter Paul and others of his progeny lie would have made a great name for himself as a sire had he 
been located in the bluegrass region of Kentucky instead of Iteing buried in the comparative obscurity of 
Bradley’s farm. 

Robert Waddell only raced two years, but what be did in that space of time was a plenty. Departing 
from the usual Bradley practice, lie was not introduced to racing at Denning, but was reserved until the 
Aqueduct meeting came on. There, on April 20. 1900, lie made his first bow to the public when he ran third 
in Clenwood and Gracious at four and a half furlongs in 57. Before he w T as sent into winter quarters In* 
had started in thirty-three more races, of which he only won seven and altogether did not seem to present 
the credentials of a future American Derby winner. Robert ran three times at Aqueduct without winning 
and th**n was brought to Chicago. Here he ran in thirteen races before be finally scored a win, but In these 
defeats was frequently second or third. liis first victory was in a live-eighths of a mile dash over a heavy 
track at Harlem, October 22. in which lie defeated Quarterback, Krewer aud seven others, one of which. 
Guy H., actually finished first by a nose, but was disqualified for fouling him. Time 1:05%. He won 
again the next day at a mile, for all ages, ran Hie distance in 1:44% and defeated Al Brown, Wall, Nor- 
ford. Nona B. and Hurry. Al Brown was at 9 to 10, hnt Robert defeated him easily h.v three lengths. The 
Hack was slow. October 20 he kept up his winning streak by finishing first, at a mile for two-year-olds, 
in doing which he defeated Tvr. Renekart, Wall and Fancy wood in 1:40% on a fast track. In his next race 
l:c was beaten at a mile and a sixteenth in a race for all ages by the three-.vear-olds. The Unknown and 
( fiuiet. in 1:50% over a muddy track, but ran a good race in finishing third. October 31 he won from 
lb in-kart. Al Brown. Faneywnod and Hampshire, at five /and a half furlongs in 1:11%, the going being 
quite heavy. November 5. al Lakeside. The i'liknowu defeated him by a nose in a mile dash in 1:45%, 
Scarlet Lily finishing third, but two days later he won at three-quarters and defeated Possart, Fancy wood 
and four others in 1:15%. That was his last victory in Chicago that year, but he won two races at Wash- 
ington later on. The first of these was at five and a half furlongs, November 21, and in this he defeated 
the 5 to 5 favorite, MeAddle, Isia. Snark and Ruth Park in 1:09%. His other success there was achieved 
Deccmlier 1, in a dash of three-quarters, in which he defeated Pigeon Post, Moor, Amarita, Rabnnta, Ginki 
and Snark. in his last three races there he was unplaced. 

When the American Derby nominations were published early in 1901 it was found that Robert Waddell 
was one of the nominees. At that time future books on the big race were common. Those making them 
did mu think well of his chances and laid 100 to 1 against him. For some reason not apparent in his rec- 
ent Hie brown gelding developed a remarkable array of admirers on the part of local moderate bettors. 
There were other horses in the race at 100 to 1 or more, for which no support was forthcoming, but Robert 
was persistently backed for small amounts day after day. so that when it came about that he won glor- 
iei.sly there was frantic rejoicing, in which the makers of the future lx>oks had no part. There were cases 

• . men not given to heavy betting winning really surprising suras. That year Robert began bis racing at 
Pending. March 59, in a sprint of five and a half furlongs, in which he was second to the fast old-timer. 
Lexington Pirate, in 1:10%. April 1 he won at six and a half furlongs, his only opponent. Kid Cox, break- 
ing doiyn in the race. The next day be won from Moor, Presgrave and three more, at three-quarters in 

• :I0%. and on April 5 defeated Moor and Nitrate, at the same distance in 1:1(1%,. Then, on April 9, lie 

won again, at the same distance in 1:17. from Magic Light. Nitrate and four others. And as he won his 
( hicago partisans slipped over to the future hooks and made investments, while the bookmakers began to 
i ike a reef in his prices. On April 12 'Hie Rhymer put a stop to ids victorious career by defeating him at 
the same distance in 1:15%. which was fast time for that slow track. That was his last race at the Wash- 
ington spring meeting and he was taken north to Aqueduct to essay his first stake race in an effort to 
capture the Carter Handicap. This lie failed to do, hut raced well enough to finish second to the four-year- 
o*d til .y. Motley, lie had up 99 pounds to her 100 and Pupil, the third horse, also carried 100. Among the 
horses running unplaced was the American Derby winner of the year before, Sidney Lucas, as well as liis 

Washington conqueror. The Rhymer. The seven-eighths of the race was run in 1 :28 over a slow track. 

This was an auspicious entry into select company and gave some glimpse at tlie fact that Robert Waddell 
of 1901 was not exactly Hu* Robert Waddell of 1900. Tlie Carter was run April 15 and five days later he 
won the Arverne Stakes, at the same distance in 1:28%, defeating Out lander. Sadie S.. All Green and In 
Shot. April 10 King Bramble beat him hy a iiead at three-quarters over a heavy track in 1:10, but two 
days later, on a fast track at seven-eighths, he won from Janice, Speedmas and four others in 1:28%, giv 
lug much weight to every other horse. Then he set sail for Chicago. 

liis first start of the year here was in the Worth Stakes, at Worth, May 2. In this event he ran sec- 
ond in The Conqueror II. . with Louisville third and six more unplaced. Distance one and a sixteenth miles 
; iid lime 1:48%. May 11 lie won at a mile from the live-year-olds. Espionage, \ndes and Crosby, in 1:42%, 
and three days later won at a mile and an eighth in 1:52% from Ohnet, Ben Chance, Andes and Frangible. 

Next, in a special race that amounted to a match, at a mile, he took up 112 pounds to lo2 on Hardy Dur- 

ham's Operator and won by a half length in 1:41%. May 18, in the Piper Handicap, at a mile and a six 
i vent h, lie was given 110 pounds and ran third to the four-year-olds. Caviar, 113, and Louisville, 104, the 
favorite. Advance Guard. 120. running fourth. The lime was fast, 1:4(1%. May 25 lie won a five-eighths 
-print in 1:02% from Money Muss. Honey Boy and Light Ball. These races were all at Worth, liis next 
stari was in the Flight Stakes of three-quarters of a mile at Hawthorne, May 50. In this lie ran unplaced 
to Silverdale, Bessie Markon and Money Muss in 1:15, and to make matters worse also ran unplaced in Ills 
next three races. All took place at Hawthorne, the last bciug run June 7. The American Derby was to he 
run June 22 and in the interim all sorts of rumors were afloat as to what Braub y was doing with Robert 
Waddell, most of the reports being unfavorable to the horse and his owner's method of preparing him for 
the great race. 

The answer came when it was run. The Parader. Bonnibert aud Sadie S. had came on from the east 
to run and The Parader was the favorite at 5 to 1. The starters and weights were Robert Waddell. 119 
pounds; Terminus, 122: The Parader. 127: Bonnibert. 127: liis Eminence. 127; Sannazarro, 122; Sadie S.. 
117: Beau Gallant. 122: Silverdale. 127. and Six Shooter. 115. Robert Waddell was ridden hy John Rulimun. 
then in his prime and a first-class jockey, and went to the post at 12 to 1. He was off well and made the 
early running, hnt soon being passed hy The Parader, was saved in second place under a steadying pull. 
I’he Parader led at a fast pace until In-ginuing the Iasi eighth, where Builman relaxed his pull on Robert 
Waddell and in a jiffy Ihe latter passed The Parader and, drawing out clear, won gallantly by a length and 
a half. In the meantime the Tennessee colt. Terminus came through the homestretch with the speed of an 
ox press train ami, also passing The Parader. captured the $5,000 falling to the second horse. The Parader 
finished third. The race was run in 2:33%, the fastest previous Derby time being 2:50. The Hawthorne, 
Worth and Harlem contingents rent the air with uncouth noises denoting exultation and bets landed on the 
Bradley horse, while the eastern folks were much cast down over The Parader’s defeat. However, they 
had some consolation when the latter went hack to New York and, in winning the Lawrence Realization, 
nefeated the mighty Commando. Not overlooking anything worth picking up, Bradley started liis Derby 
whiner in a purse race at three-quarters three days after the big race and won it in 1:1*4 from Yellow Tail, 
Gold Hr and three more. June 29 he took up 115 pounds and did a great thing when he won the Oakwood 
Handicap, at a mile and an eighth in 1:52%, with The Conqueror II. . 110 pounds, second: Advance Guard.

In his after career lie did not do much, winning two purse races 
at Hawthorne only, bui nothing could detract from the brilliancy of his triumphs over proved high-class 

racers at Washington Park when at bis best. His record and his pedigree are as follows: 
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Day’s Card Is Declared Off, but New Program Is Pre- 
pared for Today and Management Expresses 
Confidence of Ultimate Victory. 



Tulsa, Okla.. April 15. — Today's racing card was 
declared off because two companies of the Okla- 
homa State Guard, from Chandler and Pawnee, 
arrived early in the day in response to orders from 
Gov. l^»e ('race and took possession of the race 
track where the Tulsa Jockey Club is trying to 
conduct its nineteen-day meeting. Adjutant Gen- 
eral Frank M. Canton, who came here to represent 
the governor in liis efforts to preveut betting in 
connection with the racing, assumed personal corn 
maud ot the troops and declared martial law at the 
track. He announced that he would permit no 
racing at the track today regardless of whether 
there was gambling or not. “I will obey no man 
date of any court,” be was quoted as saying. 

• .Martial law has been declared and the matter is 
oui of the hands of everybody except Governor 
Cruce and I shall obey lus commands.” 

Later in the day. Judge M. A. Breekenridge of 
the Superior Court. u|hui )>etition of the ottirlals 
of ihe racing association, granted a temporary in- 
junction restraining the state militia from inter- 
fering with the rare meeting. 

By 2:50 o’clock spectators to the number of 1,000 
were congregated within the racing enclosure. Ad- 
julant-General Carlton ordered them to leave the 
grounds. Few obeyed the order and everybody 
seemed to lie in sympathy with tlie racing associa- 
tion. The adjutant -general then ordered several of 
his men to the gates with instructions to allow 
no more to enter. Shortly afterwards President 
R. J. Allison of the Tulsa Jockey Club arrived at the 
track and forced his way past the militia guard 
amid loud applause from the large crowd on the 
outside eager to gain admission. 

At three o’clock President Allison ordered the 
racing officials to take their accustomed plaees. 
horses were brought to the paddock and a special 
race was started without bettiug in any form. Gen- 
eral Canton protested against the runuing of the 
race and, just after the horses entered the stretch, 
a squad of militiamen lined up on the track* and, 
at tlie order of their' captain, raised their guns 
and tired a volley of five shots over the heads of 
the jockeys. No furl her attempt to race was made. 

It is reported that Adjutant-General Canton 
warned the management that if the attempt to 
race was persisted in, he would order the militia- 
men to kill the horses in their tracks. 

Three arrests of spectators were made for disobey- 
ing orders from the soldiers, but all were later re- 
leased. 

A new card was prepared for tomorrow. What 
will then transpire no one seems to know, but Pres- 
ident Allison is still confident and is awaiting in- 
sti notions for his attornev at Oklahoma City, to 
whom a report of today’s proceedings was plioiied.

Trainer Carter Arrives with Fifteen of Thomas For- 
tune Ryan’s Horses — Blue Grass Gossip. 



Lexington, K.v., April 15. — The racing stable of 
Thomas Fortune Ryan, numbering fifteen head, in 
charge of traiuer William M. Carter, aud accom- 
panied hy jockey Leroy Deronde, whose contract 
was purchased from II. G. Bedwell at Charleston 
for $8,000, arrived at the Kentucky Association 
course from Benuing this morning ami went into 
quarters iu the new forty-stall barn that was com 
pleted yesterday. The horses all shipped well and 
came off the cars in good condition. The star of 
the string is the magnificent looking three-year-old 
til lv. Stake and Cap. a candidate for the Ashland 
Oaks and the Kentucky Derby. 

E. R. Bradley’s string of eighteen horses, in 
charge of trainer (Miff Hamilton, were transferred 
from Idle Hour Farm to the Kentucky Association 
traek this morning. Among those in the stable are 
Bradley’s Choice and Black Toney, Derby candi- 
dates; Braektown Belle, a candidate for the Ash- 
land Oaks; Bell Horse, Bonanet. Bae, Boots and 
Saddle and the two-year-olds Bell Buoy, Belle of 
All, Brig’s Sister, Between Us, Briney Deep, P.riek 
and Mortar, B. First and Bean Spiller. 

R. F. Carman will leave Charleston Saturday for 
Kentucky with his big string of horses. He will 
stop off here with twelve, including Surprising, a 
candidate for the Blue Grass Stakes and the Ken- 
tucky Derby and will send the others to Louisville. 
Jockey Charley Peak, it is understood, will be here 
to ride the Carman horses. 

Tin- horses of II. K. Knapp and F. It. Hitchcock, 
in charge of trainer W. II. Karriek, are to leave 
tlieiu winter quarters at Aiken, S. (’.. uext Friday 
and should arrive here Saturday. The Oaks filly 
Recession, the ldh* Hour Stakes eligibles Minstrel 
aud Cardigan, and the Breeders’ Futurity candi- 
dates, Hippocrates and Areturus, are in this stable. 
Jockeys Sumter and J. Byrue will accompany these 
horses. 

Jack Weaver came from Latonia today with 
Gowell, winner of last year’s Latonia Derby; Yinir. 
John G. Weaver and Go Easy, a two-year-old 
chestnut filly hy Box — Two Heart. John G. Weaver 
came off tlie car with a slight fever, but the others 
shipped all right. Howard Dots also came over from 
Latonia with three of the horses saved out of the 
recent tire and Louis Tauber arrived with Chartier.
